REPORT OF 


ALEXEIFF 


Tells of the Loss of the Petropavlovsk 


and Strashni. 


Gallant Work of the Bay an. 


Only Five Hen of the Entire Crew of the Ill- 


Fated Torpedo Boat Destroyer, Strashni, 


Were Rescued From Waters 


of the Bay. 


St. Petersburg, April 23.— The text 


ol Viceroy AlexieS's report to the em- 
peror, concerning the Petropavlovsk 
disaster and the torpedo boat engage- 
ment which preceded it, (as abstract 
of which was given the Associated 
Press dispatches yesterday) reads as 
follows: 


"I 
respectfully 
report 
to

majesty that on April 11 the whole ef- 
fective squadron at Port Arthur sailed 
out six miles to the southward 
to 


maneuver and towards evening return- 
ed to Port. On April 12 a flotilla of 
several Japanese destroyers, took them 
out to inspect the islands, having re- 
ceived orders to attack the enemy 
should 
he be encountered in 
the 


course of the night. 


"Owing to the darkness and' heavy 


rain three of the destroyers became 
separated from the flotilla, -two oi 
which returned to Port Arthur 
at. 


dawn. 
The 
third,

Strashni, having, according to tat 
evidence of her seamen, encountered 
several Japanese destroyers took then 
in the darkness for Russian ships ant 
giving the signal of recognition joinec 
them. She -was recognized

Shortly afterwards an explosion oc- 


curred and the Strashni sank. Driv- 
ing off the enemy's destroyers by her 
flre the Bayan approached the scene 
of the fight, lowered her boats and had 
time to save the remnant of the de- 
stroyer's crew. Unfortunately 
only 


flve men were swimming. Their lives 
were saved. 


"The cruiser was obliged to fight on 


her starboard side with six Japanese 
cruisers 
which 
came 
up. Having 


picked up her boats the Bayan regain- 
ed her harbor, suffering no damage or 
loss, although covered with fragmeints 
af shells. 


"The cruiser Diana and five destroy- 


ers hastened to her successor and at 
the same time the other cruisers, the 
battleships Petropavlovsk and Polt- 
ava and some destroyers came out 
from the roadstead and the other bat- 
tleship left the harbor. In column 
formation with the Bayan at 
the 


head and the destroyers on the flank, 
Vice Admiral Makaroff proceeded to 
the scene of th« Strashni's fight, 
whither more Japanese destroyers and 
cruisers were approaching. 


" "After a sihort fusilade at fifty cable 
lengths distance (10,000 yards) the 
ships drew off.

"A squadron of nine Japanese bat- 


.leships appeared at 8:40 a. m., and 


our ships retired toward Port Arthur.
